000 to $250,000. We hope some day 
to get this building. It will be a 
four-story brick structure buéit on 
the north side of the presen: group 


of buildings. 


“The upper floor would be  re- 


served for male prisoners. and so 
arranged that adequate nursing fa-: 
cilities may be provided. Part of 


the third floor would be for women 
prisoners, of whom we have few. The 
rest of the building would be de- 
voted chiefly to a eliniic.”’

The trouble about reporting the Paris peace 
conference is that many ple there think the 
war is still on, and that war conditions should 
continue to prevail with respect to public expres- 
sion. Up to the time I left Paris it was ab 
solutely impossible for a correspondent to obtain 
from a French telegraph office a copy of any dis- 
patch he had ever sent, so that he could de- 
termine, for example, what time it had been 
transmitted, or whether it had been tampered 
with. All information of this sort was refused 
by order of the French Government. Many cor- 
respondents felt intimidated by the situation. 
Others found themselves called to book by the 
French in various ways whenever they endeav-

PARIS, Feb. 25.—Americans are 
cheerfully paying the exorbitant 
prices charged them for necessities 
in France, while the natives pay and 
groan, declared an Associated Press 
correspondent who has been making 
an investigation of French high cost 
of living. Three American newspa- 
per men recently paid $2 for a taxi- 
cab ride that the taximeter showed 
should cost about 70 cents. A meal 
without wine for the three hungry 
scribes cost $20. The following fig- 
ures show the difference between the 
prices now prevailing in France and 
those of the ante-war days. 

Butter, $2 a pound against 30 cents 
before the war: eggs, $2 a dozen ver- 
sus 22 cents, and vegetables ranging 
from 14 to 50 cents a pound could be 
obtained for 4, 5 and 6 cents previous 
to the war. Cheese has advanced 
from 40 cents to 90 coffee from 40 
cents to $1.90. Meat has advanced 
300 per cent; chickens, which were 
60 cents are now $2. 

Soap 30 Cents a Cake. 

The cheapest business suit cannot 
be obtained under $50, to which 
must be added $10 as a luxury tax. 
Silk stockings sell for $3 a pair and 
one must be careful not to walk 
‘through them on the first day, espe- 
cially when the $14 pair of shoes 
which one is wearing absorb damp- 
ness like a $4 sponge. Washing comes 
high with soap at 30 cents a cake, 
and a bath 1s a luxury.

“Tt was American industry and sci- 


| ence that were on trial,” says the let- 


ter. “The 97 officers of the Ord-| 
nance Department of the old Reg- | 
'ular Army and the 11 Government | 
arsenals they administered could, 
never have dominated, have won the. 
success or caused the failure of the! 
5000 officers from civilian life and | 


the 5000 private industrial plants 
which were incorporated in the or- 
ganization for the period of the war. 
The enlistment in industry, equally 
with the draft of man-power, was a 
success. And for that I thank you, 
the administrative directors and the 
engineering advisers of American in- 
dustry who came into the service of 
the Ordnance Department during the 
war.” 

No other part of the American war 
program carried its responsibilities 
and effort as to design and invention 
or production into so many channels, 
the letter says, or projected them 
upon so vast a scale. 

Problem of Production. 

“When your problem is the pro- 
duction of 100,000 separate com- 
ponents in more than 5000 different 
plants,’’ it continues, ‘‘with these 
items ranging from feed bags and 
star shells to complete trains of rail- 
way artillery, the judge who can 
competently say what your progress 
has been must indeed have a pro- 
found knowledge of the field.” 

Gen. Williams points out that his 
own service took him first to France 
for eight months ,then back to keep 
the work at home under constant 
review. 

“Of such knowledge,” he adds, “'! 
say that you did exceedingly well 
and that I am proud to have com- 
manded such soldiers in this «war. 
I say this utterly without thought of 
any personal responsibility for that 
success. The tribute it not to me. 
It is not to the Army Ordnance De- 


—— partment of the regular’. establish- 
ment nor to the ordnance officers of 
the regular army. It is to American 


industry and engineering, to Ameri- 
can science.,’”’ 

The department, Gen. Williams 
says, probably “exercised direction 
| over a greater physical power than 
was ever concentrated on a single 
purpose in the history of the world."’ 
Attainment of Objective. 

“The happy attainment of our ob- 
jective in the war within 19 months 
gave sufficiegt time for the complete 
development that power,” he adds. 
“Proper strategy required the  pro- 
jection of the ordnance program 
upon a scale designed to secure an 
ultimate, overwhelming and continu- 
ous rate of producfion rather than a 
lesser rate of production at an earlier 

' date. 

“Obviously a housewife could buy 
an oven and bake six loaves of bread 
in less time than a bakery could be 
built and provision made for the 

needs of an entire city. But the rate 
of production from the housewlfe’s 
/ oven could never feed the city. 

“The ordnance objective was a rate 
of production adequate for an army 
of 5,000,000 men. We could not sac- 
rifice production {fn 1920 to force a 
quicker but lesser rate of production 
in 1919. We were building to make 
ultimate victory absolutely certain, 
and there never was a moment when 

the ordnance program did not abso- 

lutely guarantee the ultimate defeat 
of Germany.

Farm loan departments have given 
the producer access to the same reservoir of credit that the manufacturer and distribu- 
tor can use. 

Financial institutions do not create prosperity. They do not bulld ratiroads, develop 
new countries, construct new cities, organize new enterprises. ut they do ive the 
impetus of capital, without which such things are difficult, even impossible, hey do 
make it possible and they have made it possible for the men of the Mississippi Valley 
to do most of their financing where they do their building—to “put big things across” 
by themselves. 

Today the great banks of the Hast are coming to St. Louls, and other

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UBL IC interest has grown considerably in re- 
cent weeks in the matier of enforcing the death 
penalty in the army for grave offenses. The 
subject aroused some debate in the last days 
of Congress, but no definite action was taken towards 
revising the army regulations. 
in view of this public interest in the question, the 
following, written to President Wilson by Secretary of 
War Baker, and hitherto unpublished in the newspa- 
pers, throws much light on the whole matter. His 
summary of the offenses of four soldiers in France. 
found guilty by courtmeartial end condemned to be 
shot, provide a particularly gripping illustration of the 


problem now being discussed. The communication fol- 


lows: - 


Y Dear Mr. President: 

I present you herewith the court- 
martial proceedings in four cases oc- 
curring in the American expeditionary 
forces in France, each of which in- 
volves the imposition of the death 
penalty by shooting to death with 


musketry. 

These cases hate attracted widespread public inter- 
est, and with the papers are numerous letters and pe- 
titiong urging clemency, most of which are of that 
spontaneous kind which are stirred by the natural 
aversion to the death penalty which htman people 
feel. Many of them are from mothers ofe soldiers 


whose general anxiety for the welfare of their sons is 


increased by apprehension lest exhaustion or thoucht- 
lessness may lead their boys to weaknesses like those 
involved in these cas which the newspapers have 
described as trivial and involving no moral! guilt, with 
the consequence that sons whose lives they are willing 
to forfeit in their country’s defense may be inglorious- 
ly taken for disciplinary reasons in an excess of se- 
verity. Many of the letters are from serious and 
thoughtful men who argue that these cases do not 
involve disloyalty or conscious wrongdoing, and that 
whatever may have been the necessities of military dis- 
cipline at other times and in other armies, the prog- 
ress of a humane and intelligent civilization among 
us has advanced us beyond the helpful exercise of so 
stern a discipline in our army in the present war. 

[ examined these cases personally and had reached 
a conelusion with regard to the advice which I am 
herein giving before I had seen any of the letters or 
criticisms. 

The record discloses the Yact that the Divisional 
Commander, the Commander in Chief, Gen. Pershing, 
the Chief of Staff, Gen. March. and the Judge Advocate- 
General concur in- recommending the execution of the 
penalties imposed. The Judge Advocate-General lim- 
its his conmeurrence to the technical statement that 
the proceedings in the cases are regular, and expressing 
regret that a more adequate conduct of the defense ef 
the several men concerned was not provided, concurs 
in the recommendation of Gen. Pershing. As |! find 
myself reaching an entirely different conclusion, and 
disagreeing with the entire and authoritative military 
opinion im the case, I beg leave to set out at some 
length the reasons which move me in the matter. 

The cases must be divided into two classes, and |! 
will deal first with the two young men convicted of 
sleeping while on duty, namely, Private Jeff Cook and 
Private D. Sebastian, both of Company G, Sixteenth 
Infantry. 

These cases are substantialty identieal in their facts. 
The accusations were laid under the eighty-sixth ar- 
ticle of war, which reads: ‘“‘Any sentinel who is found 

* * * sleeping upon his post * * * shall, if 
the offense be committed im time of war, suffer death 
or such other punishment as a courtmartial may 
direct.” 

In both cases a Corporal inspecting along a front- 
line trench found these young men standing in the 
proper military position, leaning against the trench, 
vith their rifles lving on the parapet of the trench 
within easy reach of their hands. Each man had 
his head resting on his arm, and his arm resting on 
the parapet. The offenses were committed in the Se- 
bastian case on the night of Nov. 3 and 4, and in the 
Cook case on or about Nov. 5. In both cases the tes- 
timony was exceedingly brief, and showed that the 
night was dark and cold, that the soldiers had their 
ponchos and other equipment on, and in one case ft 
was a fair inference that the 
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the men being posted on this outpost duty in twos, to 
shake the soldier and tell him to report to the Cor- 
poral for his gun. In each case the Corporal shames 
the soldier for his neglect of duty, and pointed out to 
him the fact that not only his own life but those of 
others were at stake, and that he should be more zeal- 
ous and alert. In neither case does either the Corporal 
or the fellow sentinel swear positively that the ac- 
evsed was asleep: | confess that on all reasonable 
grounds, taking the circumstances into consideration, 
it seems to me entirely likely that both men were 
asleep: but it is important to note that in neither case 
had the accused stepped away from his proper military 
post to sit down or lie down: both being found stapd- 
ing at their post of duty in what is admitted to have 
been a correct military position, and if they were asleep 
their heads literally nodded over onto their arms 
without any intentional! relaxation of attention to their 
duty so far as can be gathered from any of the sur- 
rounding circumstances. 


These soldiers are both young. Sebastian enlisted 
in the reguiar army by volunteering on April 18, 1917, 
having had no previous military experience, his age 
at that time being 19 years and 6 months. He was, 
therefore, slightly more than 20 at the time of the al- 
leged offense. Cook enlisted on May 11, 1917, without 
previous military experience, his age at that time being 
18 years and 11 months. He was, therefore, at the 
time of the alleged offense, slightly under 20 years 
of age. ; 

From the testimony, it appears that both of these 
young men had been posted as sentinels doing what 
is called double sentry duty, going on duty at 4 p. m. 
and remaining on duty until 6 a. m., with relief at 
intervals by other sentinels during the night, but. with 
no opportunity to sleep during the night because of 
there being no place where they could procure sleep. 
It further appeared that neither of them had slept 
during the ddy before, after having spent the pre- 
vious night on gas sentinel duty, although both had 
tried to sleep during the day preceding the night of 
the alleged offenses, but found it impossible because 
of the noise. In both cases the commanding officer 
ef the soldiers who forwarded the charges and rec- 
ommended trials by general courtsmartial added to his 
indorsement as extenuating circumstances the youth 
and failure of the soldiers to take the necessary rest 
when off duty on the first occupation of trenches. 


It is difficult to picture to the eye which has not 
seen it the situation in which these young soldiers 
were placed. In the month. of November the section 
of France in which these soldiers were stationed was 
cold, wet and uncomfortable in the extreme. No sort 
of shelter of any comfortable kind could be provided 
near the trenches, because it attracts enemy observa- 
tion and fire. Throughout one long night they per- 
formed duty as gas sentinels, during the next day, 
when they perhaps ought to have sought more rest 
than they did seek, they found it difficult to secure 
any sleep because of the noise and discomfort of their 
surroundings. As a consequence on the night of the 
alleged offenses they had reached the place at which 
exhausted nature apparently refused to go further, and, 
without any intentional relaxation of vigilance on their 


parts, they dozed in standing positions at their posts 
of duty. 


I am quite aware of the gravity of this offense and 
of the fact that the safety of others, perhaps the safety 
oi an army and of a cause, may depend upon such dis- 
ciplinary enforcement of this regulation as will pre- 
vent soldiers from sleeping on sentine!] duty, and yet 
| eannot believe that youths of so ljttie military ex- 
perience, placed for the first time under circumstances 


[] -- 


so exhausting, can be held to deserve the death pen- 
alty, nor can I believe that discipline of the death sen- 
tence ought to be imposed in cases which do not in- 
volve a bad heart, or so flagrant a disregard-of the 
welfare of others and of the obligation of a soldier as 
to be evidence of conscious disloyalty. 

In both of these cases the reviewing Judge Advovate 
quotes with approval some observations of Gen. Upton, 
who in his work on military policy, points out that 
action taken by President Lincoln in the early days 
of the Civil War, pardoning or commuting sentences 
in cases of death penalty led to the need of greater 
severity at a later period in the interest of discipline; 
but the cases which Gen. Upton had in mind were 
casés of desertion in the face of the enemy involving 
cowardice, and cases of substantially treasonable be- 
trayal of the nation, and I can see no persuasion in 
them as an example. Rather, it-would seem to indicate 
that the invocation of this opinion of Gen. Upton 
indicates a feeling on the part of the reviewing Judge 
Advocate that while these particular cases might not 
be deemed on their own merits to justify the death 
sentence, that, nevertheless, as a disciplinary example 
such action would be justified. I am not, of course, 
suggesting that any of the military officers who have 
reviewed these cases would be willing to sacrifice the 
lives of these soldiers even though innocent; but I do 
think that if these cases stood alone no one of the 
reviewing officers would have recommended the exe- 
cution of these sentences; their recommendations be- 
ing, in my judgment, soldierly and in accordance with 
the traditions of their profession, and based upon a 
very earnest desire on their part to save the safety of 
their commands, and the lives of other soldiers; but, 
nevertheless, to some extent influenced by the value 
to the discipline of the army of the examples which 
their execution would afford. 

[I have not sought to examine the learning of this 
subject, and, therefore, have not prepared a history 
of the death penalty as a military punishment; but I 
think it fair to assume that it arose in times and 
under circumstances quite different from these, when 
men were impressed into armies to fight for causes in 
which they had little interest and of which they had 
little knowledge, and when their conduct was con- 
trolled without their consent by those who assumed 
to have more or less arbitrary power over them. Our 
army, however, is the army of a democratic nation, 
fighting for a cause which the people themselves un- 
derstand and approve, and I had happy and abundant 
evidence when I was in France that the plain soldiers 
of our expeditionary forces are aware of the fact that 
they are really defending principles in which they 
have as direct an interest as anybody, principles which 
they understand, approve and are willing to die for. 

I venture, .therefore, to believe that the President 
can with perfect safety to military discipline pardon 
these two young men; and I have prepared and at- 
tached hereto an order which, if it meets with your 
approval, will accomplish that purpose, and at the 
same time, I believe, upon its publication, further 
stimulate the already fine spirit of our army in France. 
Such an order as I have here drawn would be read 
by every soldier in France and in; the United States, 
and coming from the Commander in Chief would be a 
challenge to the performance of duty, quite as stimu- 
lating as any disciplinary terror proceeding from the 
execution of these sentences. Im the meantime, public 
opinion in this country would, | believe, with practical 
unanimity approve such action on your part.

Madison, Wis. She saw to it that this first great 
victory at Washington was duly commemorated by 
the suffragists throughout the country. But the old 


citizens still tell of the celebration that followed at 
Cheyenne and other Wyoming towns and villages. It 
lasted a week or more, and when the national organi- 
zation proceeds to revive the festive spirit it will have 
litt trouble getting a proper rise out of the Wyoming 
delegation. 

There have been several stories told of the beginning 
of suffrage in Wyoming, but the outstanding fart re- 
mains that it began there 50 years ago, and has bten 
preserved deep in the heart of the Constitution. Every- 
one. in the State is so accustomed to it now that the 
propriety or impropriety of its being there is never 
even discussed. Most of the narratives give the bulk 
of the credit of its inception to Mrs. Esther Morris. 
and in her book Susan B. Anthony takes the same 
view. 

Mrs. Morris, it appears, was a very womanly woman, 
and showed it by helping her neighbors any time 
there was sickness or trouble. Her main accomplish- 
ment was in furnishing timely and gentle care when 
the stork was active in her neighborhood and in some 
cases far remote from her home town. If she was 
needed she always turned up at the right time, and 
there was a tradition that the stork kept her in- 
formed of his engagements. One of the stories has it 
thet a member of the Territorial Assembly whose

vife had been greatly assisted on one of these occa- 
sions, Was so grateful that he promised her, out of 
his feeling of appreciation, that ha would support an‘ 
bill that she thought proper for the women of Wy- 
oming. This was just the kind of a promise Mrs. 
Morris wanted, as she had been a pioneer in the 
suffrage movement before she began to act as an or- 
derly for the stork. At any rate, she told the grateful 
legislator that a woman suffrage bill would amply 
repay her for the service she had rendered* 


Be this as it may, the record shows that the 
measure was introduced by William H. Bright, and 
his praises have often been eloquently sounded in 


suffragette gatherings. It is’ said that his wife sup- 
ported him in the matter. It has been related that 
she was much better educated than her spouse and 
that she used her knowledge in advancing him in his 
eareer. It is also told that on one occasion, after she 
had helped him in some. difficulty, he told her that 
it was a shame that he was in the Legislature of the 
Territory, while she had to stay at home. Then she 
unfolded her plan of giving the women an equal share 
in the voting and office holding rights, whic& he fol- 
lowed with the utmost unction. 

It is also related that the Democrats and Repub- 
licans who passed the measure were sure the Re- 
publican executive would withhold his approval, and 
that a number who treated the whole matter as a joke 
woke up with some heart-burnings when they learned 
that Gov. John A. Campbell had signed it. The record 
also shows that he was at first disposed to balk, 
fearing tha it was ‘“‘loaded,”’ but his indecision speed- 
ily vanished when a delegation of Cheyenne women.

‘headed by Mrs. Amalia Post, wife of the then dele- 
xate to Congress, went to his residence and announced 
their intention of remaining there until he gave the 
measure his approval. They looked so thoroughly in 
earnest that the Governor took no chances, and he 
delayed no longer. 

When the politicians who passed the bill, not think- 
ing that it would get by the executive, recovered from 
their shock, they received another. There was a va- 
cancy in the office of Justice of the Peace at South 
Pass and the appointment was tendered to and ac- 
cepted by Mrs. Morris, the originator of the whole 
movement, making her the first woman Justice in the 
United States. She made a praiseworthy record in 
the office and the suffrage question soon ceased to be 
a joke in Wyoming. In 1871 an attempt was made to 
repeal the act, but Gov. Campbell, still on the job 
and knowing something of the ways of the Wyoming 
women, promptly vetoed it, and the attempt to pass it 
over his approval failed. 

It was in 1899 that Wyoming formally adopted its 
Constitution and applied for the statehood granted a 
year later. Written in that Constitution are these 
words: “The right of citizens of the State of Wyom- 
ing to vote and hold office shall not be denied or 
abridged on account of sex."' Wyoming even when 
threatened with rejection of its prayer for admission 
to the Union resolutely stuck to its declaration and 
found vindication in the end. In view of all this, the 
promoters of the suffrage movement, who have 15 
states emblazoned on their banner and hope to get 
them all in time, feel that they are entitled to some 
ibilation.

Big celebration of first victory for;“the cause” to be staged 
in St. Louis at the National Suffrage Convention this 
month — Territorial Legislature passed bill that the 
Governor was expected to veto and why ke didn’t—It 
then worked its way into the Constitution where it re- 
mains—The way of women in convincing an executive

But the feature of the convention is fo- 
cused on the Far Western State which 
showed the way and bore the brunt of the 
first battle. It wiil be the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the victory. 

For man years—dating back to the 
time when some of the present advocates 
of women’s enlarged sphere were wearing 
pinafores and finding real enjoyment in the 
caressing of dolls—Wyoming has been cele- 
brating this same event, and having got- 
ten accustomed to it, will be on hand to put 
real zest into the program. And none of 
the women from the other states, who have 
since gotten what Wyoming secured so 
neatly just a half-hundred years back, will 
feel a bit “put out” by the glad acclaim 
extended the Commonwealth that boasts of 
many other things besides large flocks of 
sheep and Senator Francis E. Warren. 

But Wyoming, which 


contrary, it struck a snag and had very rough sled- 
ding, just because it did essay to enter with all of its 
Constitution. It was not disposed to come in and 
leave tlfe concession granted the women hitched on 
the outside. Statehood was what it wanted, but not 
at the price of proving itself an “Indian giver.” It 
had enacted the provision giving the women of the 
territory the right to vote and hold office when it 
was plain Wyoming Territory, and it would not for 
a second heed the objections of some of the foremost 
men of the nation who were then holding down seats 
in the Senate and the House of Representatives at 
Washington. These exponents of the higher thought 
in politics and administration saw grave danger in 
recognizing as a state right what had been given under 
territorial auspices, and they hurled eloquent objec- 
tions in the direction of the Wyomingites, male and 
female, who went on to handle the campaign. 

But objections did not keep Wyoming out of the 
Union: neither did they deal a knock-out blow to the 
great\ cause of the late Susan B. Anthony and her 
sister crusaders in the campaign. Congress was Re- 
publican, a Republican was holding down the White 
louse and there was Wyoming, ready and willing to 
deliver some additional electoral votes that might be 
needed in a pinch. So, in the last analysis, 
it was the Democrats onl, who did the thun- 
dering, and as they were in the minority they 
had to sit calmly by and see Wyoming enter, 
petticoats and all. Some of the speeches made 
during that debate back in 1890, and it ran 
over a period of six days, have been heard 
many times since in suffrage discussions in 
other states. Many of the objections were 
trite and of the time-serving class; but dthers 
were added to the ammunition of the antis. 
and used in succeeding campaigns to suppress 
or discourage the demands of the women. 


In the minority report made to the House 
of Representatives by William M. Springer of 
Illinois against admission there were 23 pages 
of reasons, but 21 of the number were di- 
rected against the article dealing with wom- 
an’s might to vote and hold office. Joseph 
M: Carey, then the Territorial Delegate, cham- 
pioned the bill and told how Wyoming could 
not afford, even at the price of statehood, 
to take away from the women what it had 
given in good faith. The same Carey was 
later elected to the United States Senate with 
the help of the votes of the women whose cause

benefiting from the arrangement. 

A child may be placed with its own mothemM4f she 
is a widow or if her husband is confined in the St. 
Louis Sanitarium or any other public institution in 
the United States, after the board has determined 
that the mother has been a resident of St. Louis 
for two years and is competent, morally, mentally 
and physically, to rear and train the child prop- 
erly. If the requirements are met, the child is de- 
clared dependent upon the public and is boarded 
by the city with its mother. The mother’s home 
then becomes one of the city’s “institutions.” 


One of the board’s visitors calls on the mother 
from time to time to advise with her concerning 
the proper feeding of the children, matters of 
housekeeping, economic purchases, sanitation and 
health. The visitor also calls at the school at- 
tended by the child to ascertain its progress from 
the teacher. The mother is encouraged to work 
in her home, or if the children are in school, she 
may be employed away from home during school 
hours. This adds to the family income, and helps 
preserve a spirit of at least some independence. 


As the children grow older and graduate from 
grammar school, employment is secured for them 
and a reduction is made in the allowance to the 
family. Only in exceptional cases does the city 
have to extend aid to a family for more than 
three to five years. During this time the mother 
and children are enabled to live together and 
strengthen their family ties, instead of perhaps 
becoming total strangers as they sometimes did 
under the old institutional plan. 

The city is now caring for 95 such families, 
comprising 253 children and their mothers. Dur- 
ing the past five years, the board has cared for

reached the age of 14 it as thrawn upon its own re- 


sources. The result was, usually, a delinquent child. 
Under the new system, when a neglected child is 
placed in the board's care it is at once put in a private 
home. The board has the power to pay a nominal sum 
for its care’in the foster home. The home in which the 
child’s board is paid by the city is considered only a 
temporary or receiving home, however. The policy 
is to eventually place all normal children in free 
homes, decreasing the city’s expenditure. During the 
past year 145 children were placed in free homes. 
During the past year seven children that had been 
placed in foster homes were legally adopted. Foster 


homes and the children placed therein remain under 


dren of the city are also placed in 

private homes. Formerly these ba- 

bies were taken to foundling institu- 
tions, and the City of St. Louis paid their board in- 
definitely. There was an annual appropriation of 
about $7000 for this purpose. Now the foundlings 
are costing the city not more than $1000 annually 
Last year they cost $941.45. Foundlings’ mothers are 
traced whenever possible. 

The Placing Out Department has three healthy, at 
tractive foundlings under its care at present for whom 
good adoption homes are wanted. Two are girl babies 
and the other a boy. 

All homes in which children are placed are thor- 
oughly investigated by the board. They must hdve 
the indorsement of a physician, the pastor of the church 
which the family attends, and at least two other 
reputable citizens. There is close supervision of 
these homes at all times. 

The board has had many surprises in the re- 
placement of neglected children, especially those 
who had been in the maintenance department of 
the Industrial School for several years. Some of 
them had become so “institutionalized” that they 
are still great problems. They have difficulty ad- 
justing themselves to normal homes and schools. 
One boy, placed in a foster home in December. 
1917, was then 12 years old and was in the second 
grade. By December, 1918, he was in’ the fourth 
grade, and he is now doing fifth grade work. A 
mutual affection had sprung up between him and 
his foster parents at once, and the effects of 
home life and paternal love and care were very 
gratifying. 

Physically and mentally abnormal children form 
another problem“the board has to face. In sev- 
eral instances private individuals of wealth and 
skilled specialists have become interested in such 
cases through the board's efforts and have helped 
them to partial or entire self-support. 

During the fiscal year 1918-1919 the Plating Out 
Department has had an appropriation of $70,440. 
of which $56,000 is for the care of children and 
$14,440 for salaries and administrative expenses 
Therefore, the cost per capita per day is 301-2 
cents, which the board asserts. is less than half 
the cost in any children’s institution.

classrooms, farm work and recreation. The first 
cottages were opened in the fall of 1915. The present 
five are occupied by 150 boys, and four others 
will be completed this year. They will furnish ac- 
commodations for the 100 boys still quartered at the 
old Industrial School, and the latter institution will 
then be closed. 

Each of the cottages accommodates 30 boys, who are 
separated into two groups. Fifteen of them attend 
classes in the morning while the others are engaged in 
farm work, and in the afternoon they take up outside 
work while the other group attends classes. The 
dormitories of each cottage are likewise divided into 
two rooms accommodating 15 boys each. 

The cottages are marvels of neatness, cleanliness 
and attractiveness, inside and out. They are hand- 
some colored mat. brick buildings of modern residen- 
tial design, with red-tiled roofs, hardwood floors and 
handgome woodwork. They are well furnished. The 
boys do all the household work and most of the cook- 
ing—and they have bec ome fine housekeepers, too. 
The sleeping rooms are large, light and airy, being 
practically inclosed sleeping porches. The bed linens 
are kept fresh and spotless and the beds are neatly 
made each morning by their respective occupants. 

There is a school teacher for each cottage and a 
principal for the group, all of whom are employed by 
the Board of Education. They stay at their respective 
cottages constantly, except from Saturday until Mon- 
day morning, when they may return to their homes in 
the city. Their board and lodging is given by the 
institution in exchange for their assistance as matrons 
of the cottages. They tell the boys stories in the 
evenings and otherwise plan for their recreation. 

To further create the atmosphere of home, as op- 
posed to the spirit of institutionalism, the dining room

consciousness that the death penalty was the alterna- 
tive. Nevertheless, the disobedience was willful, un- 
disciplined and inexcusable, and it ought to be pun- 
ished with a suitable punishment. 

The Judge Advocate-General, in reviewing these 
cases, limits himself again to the technical correctness 
of the proceedings; but in a subsequent memorandum 
he called the attention of the Chief of Staff to the fact 
that four cases of sleeping on post arising in the same 
regiment at approximately the same time resulted in 
acquittal of the accused on substantially the same evi- 
dence as that recited in the Sebastian and Cook cases 
above reviewed, and that in six cases similar offenses 
committed elsewhere in France had led to very mod- 
erate penalties. The Judge Advocate-General says in 
this memorandum: “In addition to fhe foregoing the 
study in this. office reveals a number of cases which 
have come in froth France where men have been con- 
victed of willful disobedience of orders under circum- 
stances which do not distinguish them as to the locus 
of the offense from the cases of Fishback and Ledoyen, 
who were sentenced to death. The sentences in the 
cases referred to run from a few months’ to several 
years’ confinement.” 

In other words, the Judge Advocate-General review- 
ing generally the state of discipline in the army in 
France, and the steps taken to enforce it, reaches 
the conclusion that up to the time of the trial of these 
eases the offenses of which these soldiers were con- 
victed has been regarded as quite minor in their 
gravity. The Chief of Staff, in commenting upon this 
memorandum of. the Judge Advocate-General, is able 
from his own recollection to add that the willful dis- 
obedience cases lately tried in France did not occur in 
the actual theater of war, making at least that much 
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has been furnished with round pedestal tables, seating 
four, instead of one or two long tables for the entire 
group of 30. Food is served ‘family style,’ and each 
boy may help himself to all he wants of each dish. 

Before visiting Bellefontaine Farms the _ reporter 
was told he would find the boys cheerful, bright, con- 
tented and polite, with nothing of the sullen, for- 
lorn spirit that pervades many correctional institu- 
tions. He found this to be entirely true. The boys 
appeared to be well fed, and those who had been there 
for as much as a few months had a good color in their 
cheeks as a result of their outdoor work, nutritious 
+s and the healthful, sanitary conditions of their 
héme. Their teachers say most of them are making 
good progress in their studies. 

The boys are no longer kept under constant guard 
and quartered behind bars, screened windows and high 
fences. It is not necessary. 

The farms comprise 360 acres, of which about 230 
are in cultivation, and were purchased in 1913 by the 
Board of Children's Guardians for $67,500, out of an 
appropriation of $150,000 available for the purpose. 
There are several adult farm employes and instruc- 
tors, but the boys do the bulk of the farm work, dairy- 
ing and caring for the livestock. They are also util- 
ized in building silos, barns, etc. 

The boys are taught scientific breeding, dairy man- 
agement and cultivating of crops. They are also taught 
how to can fruits and vegetables. Bellefontaine Farms 
76 exhibits of fruits, vegetables, flowers and 
canned goods at the war garden exhibit held by the 
Roard of Education and the United States Department 
of Agriculture last September, and won 67 ribbons. 
The boys were all delighted at the recognition of their 
skill. 

The hogs and dairy cows raised at the institution 
are of pure-bred strains. Enough hogs are raised to 
utilize all the garbage from the cottages, and the man- 
agement has been enabled to sell a few in addition to 
providing meat for the institution. All the milk, but- 


distinction. But the case still remains one in which 
suddenly a new and severe attitude is taken without 
the record disclosing that any special order had been 
made notifying soldiers that the requirements of dis- 
cipline would call upon courtsmartial thereafter to re- 
sort to extreme penalties to restore discipline. 

Both Ledoyen and Fishback are young. The record 
shows that Ledoyen enlisted on Feb. 5, 1917, without 
previous military experience, his age at that time being 
18 years and 1 month: Fishback enlisted on Feb. 17, 
1917, without previous military experience, his age 
being 19 years and 2 months. Each of them at the 
time of the commission of the alleged offenses was, 
therefore, less than 20 years of age. 

The record in the Fishback case shows that there 
had been previous shortcomings on his part in the 
matter of obedience. That is to say, he had once 


failed to report for drill, for which he was required to” 


forfeit 15 days’ pay; a second time failed to report for 
drill, penalty not stated; and a third time failed to 
report for fatigue duty, for which he was sentenced 
to one month at hard labor and to forfeit two-thirds 
of his pay for two months. He seems, therefore, to 
have found it difficult to accommodate himself to the 
discipline of the life of a soldier, and his offense here- 
under reviewed is aggravated by this previous record. 


By a very extraordinary coincidence this record dis- 


closes the fact that these two soldiers were members 
of a company commanded by Capt. D. A. Henckes. It is 
from the Captain of his company that the soldier 
most immediately learns discipline and obedience. 
The Captain sets the example and inculcates the prin- 
ciples upon which the soldier is built. Now, this par- 
ticular Capt. Henckes, although for many years an 
officer in the regular army, was himself so undisci- 
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T took Henry J. Duveen, noted art connoisseur, of 
New York less than thirty years to assemble a 
postage stamp collection estimated to be worth 
$1,000 000. 

Now that death has removed in Mr. Duveen one 
of the world’s foremost philatelists, collectors are con- 
jecturing as to what is to be the disposition of his 
stamps. Will the collection be broken up and sold 
in lot at auction, as was the famous Worthington col- 
lection? Or will it be sold entire to another paitetetisy : 
Or will it be kept intact in the Duveen family? 

While it is understood on good authority that Mr. 
Duveen did not bequeath his stamps to a public in- 
titution, no anouncement has been made as to what 
will be done with them. The possibility theye would 
be left’ to an institution was suggested in connection 
with the status today of the noted Ferrari stamps. 
Count Ferrari upon his death abroad about two years 
ago bequeathed his stamps to the Postal Museum in 
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Berlin—although it is doubtful if the Government of 
France, where the collection now is, will ever con- 
sent to allow the collection to reach Germany. 

An interesting story is told of how Mr. Duveen came 
to collect stamps. A little later than 1890 Mr. Duveen 
recognizing the educational value of collecting, although 
he knew little about stamps himself, decided to try to 
have his son, Geoffrey E. Duveen, take up the hobby. 
Young Duveen, who recently returned as an army oOffi- 
cer from Russia and France, evinced no interest in 
stamps. The father, having purchased a packet, himself 
became fascinated, and bought a second packet, so it is 
declared. His interest grew and he acquired other ad- 
hesives—and presently he became recognized as one of 
the leading “stamp fiends.” It is reported that the late 
J. Pierpont Morgan at_one time tried to purchase the 
Duveen collection but without success.

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ter, eggs, poultry and vegetables used are produced 
on the farm. It is hoped to make the institution prac- 
tically self-supporting in a few years. A large part 
of the acreage was planted in wheat last fall. Eighteen 
hundred gallons of canned goods was put up on the 
farm and at the Industrial School last summer. 
Eleven thousand dollars’ worth of products were sold 
off the farm last year. 

' Vocational training is given only to a very limited 
extent, except for farm vocations, at the Bellefontaine 
Farms. It is Hoped, however, to have the shops at the 
Industrial School dismantled when that institution is 
abandoned and removed to the farm. Several useful 
trades are taught at the Industrial Schoo]. The board 
particularly desires to have the laundry removed to 
the farm, as it will make possible a considerable sav- 
ing in the institution’s expenses. 

The grounds surrounding the cottages are attractive 
and have been improved by means of the boys’ labor. 
The slope down to the river has been cleared up, and 
al] dead trees cut up for firewood. Terraces have been 
built in front of some of the cottages, and the earth 
leveled wherever needed. 

The compulsory attendance officers who convened 
in St. Louis the latter part of the year were invited 
to inspect Bellefontaine Farms, and at their final 
business session the superintendent of a similar in- 
stitution in the East placed a motion before the con- 
vention that declared Bellefontaine Farms the nearest 
approach to-the ideal ifistitution for delinquent boys.

EARLY 20 years ago the summer ge- 
muetlichkeit of Baden-Baden was a lit 
tle ruffled by an elopement. Lena Mo- 
litor, daughter of the late Herr Doktor 
Medizinartz Molitor; private physician 
to the Grand Duke and prime pundit of 
the local chirurgical brotherhood, had 
fied to Paris with a young anc none too circumspect 
student at the neighboring university of Freiburg. 
The name of this brash schoolboy was Karl Hau. 
His parents had been excellent, even distinguished. 
persons, but they had left their young son neither title 
nor entail, and the boy had not improved his lack of 
opportunity. He was, indeed, a lady ‘killer and blade. 
whereas the girl who had fled with him was both re- 
spectable and prospectively wealthy-— entirely aside 
from being the daughter of a medizinarzt and boe 
physician. Worse yet, she was five or six years o'ver 
than her gallant. who had just touched the febrilit, 
of 20. 

Such episodes disturb the orderly life of small com 
munities everywhere. The stiff formalism and lu- 
dicrous petty rank precedence of a small German town 
were convulsed. To the thousands of visitors crowd 
ing this ancient watering place, sacred to the thera 
peutic bath since Roman times, the elopement of the 
late doctor's girl with a recreant student was perhaps 
only a topic-for indolent jest. But to the citizens 
of the Baden summer capital, more especially the 
trivial aristocracy, with whom Lena Molitor and her 
family had a place, the elopement was a scandal por- 
tentious of disaster. Frau Molitor, the widowed 
mother, was prostrated. 

In Paris and other parts, where they were celebrat- 
ing their freedom, the young man and his young 
woman were quite oblivious of all this hullabaloo until 
money got to be short, as money will. From Paris 
they were finally forced to open negotiations with the 
bride’s wealthy mother. 

Now for the first time they discovered the trué 
heinousness of natural attraction and instinctive mat- 
ing. The cowardice and caddishness of the man and 
the ingratitude of the unnatural daughter were made 


clear. In the surge of penitent feeling Karl Hau and 
Lis bride pacted suicide and set out to commit it. The 
boy was first to kill his wife, then himself. He wasn’t 


used to such things at-the time, fumbled his aim and 
only superficially wounded the girl. She begged for 
a second and lethal pellet, but the tint of her bloo.l 
had undone him. Their emotional volcanics died 
away and there was no suicide. 

Soon afterward there was a surface reconciliation 
with the iron-souled, outraged mother. The daughter 
was given a dowry of about $50,000, and the infor- 
mation that she and her husband were not recog- 
nizable in the Molitor set. 

Karl Hau and his wife set out for America. The 
young man entered George Washington University 
in Washington, D. C., as a student, acquitted himself 
brilliantly, won his M. A. and LL. D., and was offered 
the chair in Roman law in his school, which he at 
once occupied. The young man who had been too 
much of a blade for Freiburg and Baden-Baden had 
evidently settled down and began to show his high 
cerebral gifts. Those who knew him at Washington 
University recognized him as a scholar of genuine 
attainment. His knowledge of antique and modern 
law are said to have been remarkable, and it was be- 
lieved a career of distinction lay before him. And, 
directly to the point, he was now himself a professor 
and thus of suitable rank to be the husband of a 
medizinartzt’s daughter.

As so often in this ungrateful world, the dark fore- 
Lodings of Frau Molitor and her friends appeared to 
have been absurdly confuted. The despised son-in- 
law was on the road to success and station. 

Then Prof. Karl tlau suddenly resigned liis place 
at George Washington University. bundled up his wife 
and their young child and sailed for Europe. His 
wife was sent to the maternal home in Baden-Baden. 
The professor proceeded to Constantinople, where he 
intended to bespeak of the Sublime Porte an oil con- 
cession at Tshibukli.

had on this visit vainly besought his mother-in-law 
for more money. It seems this excellent and fore- 
handed lady not only refused more cash but de- 
manded information as to her daughter's dowry. The 
professor said it was intact with a Washington trust 
company. «The mother-in-law appears to have doubt- 
ed. She sent a cabled inquiry to Washington and was 


informed that Dr. Hau had withdrawn all of the 
money. Apparently a family schism resulted. 
Thus, late in 1906, the relations between Dr. Hau 


and his wife's family had returned to as bad a footing 
as that whereon they stood in 1900, at the time of the 
eiopement. The professor and his wife left the ma- 
ternal roof, and the wife proceeded to London, where 
she put, up at the Cecil and awaited her hushand. 
Some days afterward, about Nov. 8, 1906, the doctor 
arrived, not many hours ahead of the news that Frau 


Molitor had been shot through the heart in Baden 
Baden. She hao been summoned to the local post- 


office by telephone to receive in person an important 
package. Walking along a residential street in the 
dusk with an unmarried daughter, Olga Molitor, she

disappeared in the shadows and escaped. 

The next day Dr. Karl Hau was arrested on infor- 
mation from Germany and held in London to await 
extradition. After some delays he was returned to 
Baden, imcarcerated in the jail at Karlsruhe, the 
capital of the duchy, and prepared for trial. 

Some months later the trial of Dr. Hau developed 
into one of the most remar!able homicide actions in 
decades. The progress of the case was watched from 
America, from England, from France and Turkey, 
since each of these countries had a connection with 
the man's history. Hau had, in fact, become an 
American citizen, a fact of whose protective benefits 
he declined to avail himself in Germany the trial 
was a sensation of genuine magnitude, leading to 
sharp local division of sentiment and even to riots. 

The case of the prosecution was a clear-cut structure 
of circumstance. The motive was established through 
‘rau Molitor’s wealth, her penurious treatment of the 
son-in-law, his waste of his wife's dower, his extrava- 
gant tastes and his loose handling of money. It was 
shown that the death of the widow was calculated to 
cause a division of the estate among half a dozen 
children, thus bringinge about $100,000 to Mrs. Lena 
Hau. Hau’s appeals to the widow for funds in the 
course of his recent visit to Baden-Baden were provea. 

It was shown that the large watchdog belonging 
to Frau Molitor had been poisoned a day or two before 
the woman's death. Also, a hoax telegram had 
sent a few days earlier, apprising the mother ofl 
daughter's perilous illness in Paris it was the 
tention of the state that this telegram had been sent 
by Hau in the hope that the shock of the news would 
kill his mother-in-law, that ladv having long suf- 
fered from organic heart trouble The fact that the 
daughter was not in Paris and was not ill, reinforced 
by a vague identification of Hau ak the sender of the 
telegram, seemed to establish some such motive. 

But Frau Molitor had not died of heart attack. The 
state contended that the son-in-law had then realized 
the need of open murder. It was sit#wn that he had 
been in Baden-Baden at the time of the murder and 
had fled from the town immediatels afterward, leav- 
ing part of his baggage behind. It was also demon- 
strated that he had bought a false beard and wig 
of a loacl barber, and another similar set of dis«nising 
hair from one in Frankfort.
